AN INVENTIVE TURN. 

One of the quaint traits in the 
mountaineer’s character was his in- 
ventive genius. Soon after building 
his cabin he set up a ferge in it, and 
many curious things in brass and iron 
were the products of his fancy and his 
fingers. He invented a needle for 
sewing sails, and another for sewing 
sacks, and in his head was the three- 
fourths developed idea of automatic 
sewing by means of arotary motion 
and spiral needle. This idea was per- 
fected by another before him. Long 
before the. advent of breech-loading 
guns, this recluse of the hills had in- 
vented an arm which was capable of 
firing four charges without reloading. 
One charge was rammed upon another, 
two in each barrelof a double-barrelled 
gun, and by a duplicate system of trig- 
gers and hammers the top load was 
first discharged. A practical chap 
stole and patented this invention, but 
forfeited his life as a punishment for 
the theft. While hunting the patentee 
excitedly pulled the trigger 3 
ing the but- load first, the gun exploded, 
and the gunner was blown into eter- 
nity The invention consequently 
never became popular. 

These are but a few of the interest- 
ing incidents in a life which was all 
given over to adventure. The museums 
of the State owe many of their rarest 
and most entertaining specimens of 
birds and beasts and reptiles to the 
generosity of the old pioneer, who never 
tired in a hunt for peculiarities in ani- 
mal life. He was the most agreeable 
of companions, the best of raconteurs, 
the most simple of sage, emp and the 
firmest of friends. Those who enjoy 
an outing after game will miss a cheer- 
ful companion and invaluable guide, 
and there is no one who ever knew him 
that will not wish him the greatest suc- 
cess as he roams in the green pastures 
and beside the still waters of the happy 
hunting grounds.

JAMES A. RICHMOND, 


The Man Who is Supposed to Have Been 
Sharp's Fiduciary Agent. 

New York's district attorney and his tal- 
ented assistants had no sooner succeeded in 
convicting Jacob Sharp, the king of the New 
York boodlers, than they began to cast about 
them to see what 

were the probabili- 
ties as to the return 
of James A. Rich- 
moud, who is sup- 
posed to have been 
fiduciary 
agent, and to have 
had the more di- 
rect, or say finan- 
cial, dealings with Z 
Keenan and Mo- 
loney. The New § 
York World sum 
marizes his con- 
nection with the JAMES A. RICHMOND. 
scheme as follows: “He lived for years at 
the Brevoort house, of which at that time ex- 
Alderman Wuite was the proprietor. There 
he is said to have corrupted Waite, or at least 
so Waite has himself given the district attor- 
ney to understand. The only direct evidence 
besides this which the public has so far of his 
immediate connection with the great crime 
was the testimony of the lad Dowling in the 
trial just completed. It will be remembered 
that this youth was an errand boy in the 
Office of Robinson, Scribner & Bright, where 
the whole conspiracy was hatched. Early in 
the morning of the dev when the franchise 
was given to the Broadway road this boy tes- 
tified he was sent froin the law firm’s oflico 
by Sharp himself with a copy of the report 
of the aldermanic railroad committee, which 
he was instructed to deliver to Richmond, 
The latter was then standing in the lolly 


surrounded by a crowd, and when the boy 
came up with the envelope Richmond was too 
shrewd to take it, but showed the hand lie 
was playing by his angry remark. to the lad 
as to What Sharp meant by sending that to 


him in such a place, 

„Richmond took part in all the conferences 
held in the office of Robinson, Scribner & 
Bright. That is known by testimony in sev- 
eral trials, but what took place at these meet- 
ings isnot known and probably never will 
be, for the parties thereto have the best of 
reasons for forever holding their peace. 
„Richmond with his companions, Sharp, 
Foshay and Kerr, were brouglit to the bar 
Nov. 11 and called to plead to the indictment 
of bribery. Sharp is the first of them to bo 
brought to trial. Richmond was represented 
by ex-Judge Fullerton and pleaded not guilty. 
He was put under $50,000 bail, and remained 
quiet until in the early part of the year, when 
he went to Hot Springs for his health, where 
he remained until the other day.”

feet wide. Another alcove will be devoted 
entirely to maps and charts, of which the 


governmen y has an immense num- 
ber, including 10,000 maps and sketches of 
the battle fields and forts of the revolution, 
original drawings by British, French and 
American officers, Other alcoves will be 
specially devoted to science and engineering, 
on which the government elready has an im- 
mense supply of works, to which it is adding 
rapidly. The land selected was of great 
value, and the commission had no little 
trouble in securing the title. Many owners 
were not satisfied with the valuation placed 
upon their land, which congress ‘‘condemned” 
for the purpose, and have appealed to the 
court; but the work of construction will pro- 


céed rapidly, and the building will be a hand- 
some addition to the many public 
buildings in Washington. 

> Artificial Tropics. 


In the belief that modern science can com- 
mand climate, Dr. B. W. Richardson pro- 
poses that British invalids be given in their 
native isles the winter advantages of tropical 
resorts. This he would accomplish by estab- 
lishing winter homes, or health palaces, each 
containing fifty or more comfortable two 
story houses, enclosing alarge square of orna- 
mental grounds, and provided with libraries, 
baths, gymnasia, amusement halls, etc.
